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A GRAND OLD RACE

The Porters of Pennaylvanla, Who
Made History for 175 Years—The
| Grandfather of General Horace
Porter a Montgomery
| County Man {

By GEORGE NOX McCAIN
OVERNOIRR DAVID RITTENHOUSR
PORTER was the father of General
Horace Porter, who died In Mew York on
Haturday last,

Gonernl Horace Porter, alinongh compara -
tively unkoown to the prosent generation,
was onoe of the most llstinguished and
brilliant men Pennsylvania ever produced,

He cnme of n long line of splendid an-
castors,

The ortginal Porter, Robart hy name, was
a North of Ireland farmer who came to
Amerien early in the elghteonth century,

e bought land in Worcester Township,
Montgomery County, and settled down to
raise his family. Montgomery and Hunt-
ingdon Counties nre Mnked up with the Por-
tern and their career.

Even those of the family who remained
behind in Ireland left the impress of their
lives on their own people,

The Rev, J, L. Porter, D. D, LL. D,
was for vears professor of saerod Hterature
in the college nt Belfast, 1o wos noted as
an_ Oriental scholar,

Munjor General Andrew Porter, the grand-
father of General lornee DPorter, was born
not far from Norristown ir 1745

HERE existed for senrs the fmpression

among prominent men of New York that
General Horgee Porter was of Pennsylvania

| Dteh ancestry,

It was doubtless beennss lie cnme from a
Pennsylvania Duteh county—in purt,

General Stewart L. Woodford, at n bril-
liant banquet in New York yenrs ago, em-
balmed this jdea in a now famons witticism,

n the course of his after-diuner speech
he allpded to Genernl lorace Dorter, in
whose honor the affair was given, in this
erroneous connection.

“Heo comes,"" anid Genernl Woodford, ‘ot
that sturdy race that we find in Fastern
Pennsylvania, the Pennsylvania Germans;
godly, brave and thrifry—uso thrifty, in fact,
that they croes their bees with hghtnlnl
bugs so they can seo to work at night.””

NDREW PORTER, the grandfather of

Hornee Porter, was n failure ns a farme.
er's boy, Tle was alwnys fuesing with fig-
ures and arithmetical problems,

Hix father gave him up. One day when
he was nbout twenty he vistted Dr, David
Rittenhouse to borrow a book on fluxlons
or conie sections,

The doctor, who lived tn Norriton Town-
ehip, told him he eonldn't understand the
book which he wished to horrow,

In the conversation that followed De,
Rittenhouse was so amapzed at Lis profi-
cieney thnt he eneouraged him to come to
I'hiladelphia and open o mathemation] sehool,

During his residence in Philndelphia  he
assoclated  with  Dres. Wosh, Wittenhouse,
Ewing, Franklin and others.

Then Lo beeame a captain of marines in
the Revolution, but tired of sea 11fe and was
transforred to the artillery,

Here {4 o comparatively unknown eplsode
of the War for Indepenidenee

When the slege of Yorktown was doter-
mined on, Porter, then a eolonel, was ordered
to 'hiladelplin to superintend n Inboratory
nt which the varions kinds of ammunition
woere prepared and tested,

Colonel PPorter objected,  Heo wanted to
fight. Tle wrote to Washington in liopn of
effecting a transfer,

He remonstented ngalnst being taken from
the field und put to work in "0 moere chem{-
enl lubarntory,* ns e exproseed it,

To this appeal General Washington made
this reply (all the more remnrkable, secing
that we pegard the chemists® experiments anld
laborntory work as purely modern war moeas-
ures :

“You say yon are desirous of heing placed
in thut situation in which yon can render
your conntrey the most eflicient seevicos, Ongr
siueeess ddepends muel on the manner in
which onr cartridges, bombs and matehes gro
prepnred,

“U'he exe of selence ts required to super-
intend thele preparvation; and if the infor-
mntinn of Genernl Knox, who knows you
well and inthnntely, s to be gdepended 'uu,
there 4s no othicer fu the army hetter qualified
than yoursell for the stution I hive as-
signed you,™

A'i‘ THE battle of Germantown Captain
PPovter wns commended on the field by
Washiington for his hrnvery, :

Nearly all his eonpiny were killed or
tuken prisoucrs in that engngement,

O of the mort remarkable things in his
picturesque career aceuarred in 1779, when he
was assigned to General Clinton's brigade
to operate under General Sullivan ngainst
the ITndian<

From Canajohnrie, an the Mohawk River,
Clinton and his men marched to the head of
Lake Otsega,

While viewing the lake Captain Porter
turned to Clinton aml unfolded a plan to
dam the outlet to tiie lnke and thus eolloot
suflicient water to convey the troops In bonty
to Tiogn I'oint, whors they were to Join
General Bulllvan’s detneliment,

The expertment wis teind and the water
in the Inke raised. by closing the outlet, to

helght of three foot
